Children learn to drive in small battery driven electric 
cars with an accelerator, brakes and signal lights. They 
experience driving in a real life situation with one way 
streets, stop signs, railway crossings and, of course , 
police cars to ensure that they follow the highway 
code. The driving instructors tell me that British 
children get used to driving on the right hand side of 
the road very quickly. : 

As each group of children join the traffic school the 
driving instructor explains the road signs and 
markings and gives each child a flag made from 
LEGO bricks to put on their car to show which 
language they speak. Then the cars are allocated and 
it's all onto the road for some real driving. 

Up in the control tower the driving instructor keeps a 
close watch on the traffic and is in constant touch with 
his pupils over the loud speaker system. Any drivers 
‘who do not obey his instructions or drive dangerously 
‘can have their cars stopped by radio control. 

After 20 minutes of satisfactory driving a driver's 
licence is issued, and when a photograph of the driver 
has been attached, the traffic school gives it the official 
stamp.
